The treaty of 18311 was signed at 
London after warfare which lasted 
since 1830 when Belgium revolted 
against Holland to whom she had 
been united by the congress of Vien­ 
na May 31. 1815. It was the treaty 
of 1839 which declare^ Belgium a 
neutral state and which was called a 
"scrap of paper" by 
Germany 
on 
August I. 1914.

That peanuts ate a good crop for 
Pontotoc County sandy land, even in 
the worst of drouths was dem o n strat­ 
ed by Norman & Fleming at Maxwell 
last >ear. These men frankly ad m it 
they w et e opposed to peanuts until 
County Dc in on st nato t J. B. Hill per­ 
suaded them to plant an acre or two 
in 1917. In 1918 they planted 60 
acres to this crop. Tile sum m er was 
the driest known in this part of Ok­ 
lahom a for many seasons. Corn was 
almost an entire failure, and* many 
farm ers failed to make enough feed. 
I spite of the dry weather, how­ 
ever. them* men feel that the peanut 
crop made them money. They put 300 
hogs on the 6b acres on November 
13. One hundred ann fifty were sold 
in sixty days and the rem ainder put 
on the market 
February 20. The 
hogs were fed 1200 bushels of coin, 
which cost $1.50 a bushel, making 
$1,800. Also $500 worth of mill feed 
was used, making a total money out 
lay of $2,300. The hogs sold for $4,- 
000 more than they cost, leaving a 
total for the peanuts of $1,700, or 
$28.33 an acre. 
These figures are not large, but 
corn in the same community would 
not have averaged nearly this much 
an acre, so the planters as a rule say. 
and the peanuts were no trouble to 
harvest. 
Mr. Norman says they were well 
pleased with the results and will con­ 
fine to plant this crop.
